JUDGE CURTIS L. 
WALLER DIED 
IN FLORIDA 


‘Was Formerly Law Partner 
in Firm of Gex & Gex; was 
Judge of Circuit Court 
ol Appeals at Time 
of Death 


Judge Curtis Longino Waller, of the 
United States fifth Circuit Court of 
Appeals, former resident and attorney 
af Bay St Louis, died Tuesday in Tal- 
tahassee, Florida, after an illness of one 
month, 

His death, caused by what his phy- 
van termed an accident to the blood 
vessels in his brain, occured on June 12. 

Judge Waller was a native of Silver 
Creek, Miss., and spent most of his 
life ain Mississippi. His middle name, 
Longino, was the name of his mother’s 


family --a distinguished name in Mis- 
sissipp? politics 

He attended Mississippi college and 
Millsaps. After teaching school for a 
vear, he attended the University of 
Texas graduate school of aeronautics 


and was an aviator in the first World 
War. 

His first contact wath politics came 
after the end of the war when he was 
secretary for four years to Pat Har- 
rison 'hen the Mississippian was start- 
ing his long career in Congress. 

Later he practiced law in Bay St. 
Louis as a partner to the late Walter 
J. Gex, Sr., and served in the Missis- 
sippt Legislature in 1924. That year 
he moved to Florida and established 


a law practice in Tallahassee. 

He again became active in politics 
amd in 1933 he was elected to the 
Florida Legislature. He did not run 


for re-election. 
His law Partnership with Sen. Pepper 


was formed in 1930. The partnership 
lasted until 1937 when Pepper began 
his service in the US Senate. 

Judge Waller became a federal 


district judge in 1940 and three years 
later was elevated to the circuit court 
of appeals. 

His wife, who survives him, was the 


former Miss Lucy McGinn, of Bay 
St. Louis. 

Judge Waller's wife and daughter 
were at his side at the time of his 
death. He is also survived by his 
mother, Mrs William Mikell Waller, 


Prentiss, Miss., who reached the age 
of 100 on February 14; a brother, Dr. 
Benjamin Sylvanus Waller of Silver 
Creek, Miss.; and three sisters, Mrs. 
Leon Tyrone, Mrs. Dolphus Leon Bat- 
son, and Mrs. Wilburn D. Hilton of 
Prentiss.

Particular soil needed. The third period, 
in which we now are, started in 1935 
when the Congress of the United States 
passed the Agricultural Act, one of 
the first New Deal agencies, The slo- 
gan was “Adapt an acre to its best 
use.” That plan has been followed since 
and is being encouraged with remark- 
able results in our own Hancock county 
today. Hancock county, roughly, has 
300,000 acres. About one-third of that 
acreage is held by big timber holding 
companies, There are 62,000 acres in 
farms in the county, 9000 of which are 
in cultivation. Pine trees are our great- 
est income producer. In Mississippi, as 
a whole, if properly managed, 100 acres 
will support a family of five, and 
Hancock county, because of heavy rain-

fall, needs only 80 acres for a family 
of five persons. 

Our county owns two tree planting 
machines, which plant about 1000 trees 
to an acre. Of these, 750 survive and 
240 mature for sawing into log timber 
and paper wood material. 

The second income producing agri- 
cultural industry in the county is dairy- 
ing. There are one hundred and sixty- 
six dairymen in the county. Our best 
pastures and soil enriching crops are 
white and Dutch clover, wild winter 
pear and crimson clover, 

Mr. Simmons showed pictures of 
beautiful white clover and crimson clov- 
er fields in Hancock county where soil 
had been analyzed and proper soil 
building fertilizer for particular needs 
applied. 

Beef cattle is third in income pro- 
ducing for Hancock county; hogs, fourth 
and poultry fiftb. 

The outlook for farmers is good

It is easy to close our eyes and visualize ju- what our 
beach front should look hke—beautiful white sand for 
miles and thousands of bathers taking advantage of the 
wonderful things nature has provided for our enjoyment 
—and then when we open our eyes and see this same beach 
as it actually is—grown up with grass and weeds several 
feet tall, shells, broken glass bottles, tin cans and garbage 
thrown out there by beach residents and business places 
then we cannot help but know what is wrong with Bay St 
Louis. 


It would be easy enough for our city officials to have 
their street cleaning crew clzan up this mess and once 
that has been done it would be a simple matter to keep it 
clean. Also place a fine upon anyone caught dumping gar- 
bage onto the beach. 


God has given us these wonderful natural resources 
and it is up to us to make the most of them, so why then 
don’t we start now and clean up what sand beach we now 
have and after this has been done, if the city or county 
cannot afford the money to pump in more sand for a larger 
beach, then build several sand traps or catches. and in 
time lots of white sand will pile and spread out to form a 
natural sand beach. Then it will just be a matter of keep- 
ing it clean. 


This would be the first big step in retrieving some of 
the tourists trade which is now bypassing us to go to other 
towns. 


NOT WITHOUT GOOD FAITH 


The National Council Against Conscription has releas- 
ed a statement made by a group of prominent citizens, in- 
cluding Albert Einstein, Louis Bromfield and a number of 
scientists, educators and clergymen, urging that the great 
powers of the world try total and immediate disarmament 
as a means of achieving a stable peace. 

The gentlemen who signed the agreement conclude 
that “the people of the world are insecure” because of the 
rivalry of the United States and Russia. Moreover, they 
assert that neither of these two strong nations has given 
a clear indication “that it wants to get out of the war sys- 
tem” and neither “has pressed disarmament as if it were 
a major aim of national policy.” 

The document is interesting because it apparently 
charges bad faith to both of the nations. The position of 
the United States, as we understand it, is that disarma- 
ment should not be attempted until there is actual security 
for the free peoples of the world. This, in turn, depends 
upon what Russia is willing to do because of the record 
established by the Communists in stamping out the liber- 
ties of free peoples. Moreover, it is bolstered by the tre- 
mendous armed forces supported by the Soviet Republic. 

The United States, despite its desire for world peace. 
would be very foolish, in our opinion, to go into any dis- 
armament procedure without convincing proof that the 
Russians act in good faith. This, one should add, should be 
bolstered by the existence of competent forces to protect 
any nation from unwarranted aggression or invasion. So 


long as the Russians cut themselves off from the rest of | 
the world and refuse to permit adequate inspection to re- ' 
port on military preparations, it would be foolish to con-: 


sider disarmament. 


The idea that armaments make war has some truth ` 
in it, but it is only a half-truth. Before the armaments! 


come into being, there is suspicion and lack of faith be- 
tween powers. In addition, there is the fear on the part of 
the various nations that they might face unprovoked ag- 
gresion, like Korea.
